The supreme court on the second 


of this month, sitting in bank, ren- 
dered a decision of much interest to 
the legal fraternity, and also 
to 


property holders generally. It was 
in the case of L.J. Turner vs. J. B. 
Richardson, involving the question 
of who was entitled to letters of ad- 
ministration 
upon 
the 
estate 
of 


Arthur D. Turner, 
who died in 


Solano county. 
Deceased 
left four 


brothers, three of whom were adults, 
tho fourth 
being a minor. 
J. B. 


Richardson 
was appointed guardian 


of the minor, and as 
such applied 


for letters of administration, his ap- 
plication being supported by 
two 


adult 
brothers. 
The other 
adult 


brother, L.J. Turner, petitioned for 
letters, and contended 
that being of 


age he had a superior claim to ad- 
minister, the estate 
as against the 


guardian of the minor. 
The lower 


court held otherwise, and appointed 
the guardian as administrator. 
The 


• supreme court, ina lengthy decision, 
which we publish in full in another 
column, sustains 
the action of the 


lower court, holding that the legal 
guardian of the minor brother 
was 


placed on the same footing, so far as 
the right to administer 
the estate 


was concerned, as the adult brothers. 
The court plainly says 
that it was 


within the discretion of the court 'to 
appoint the guardian of the minor 
brother to the exclusion of the adult 
brother. 
This decision is of much 


interest inAmador 
county because 


a contrary view was upheld ina con- 
test for letters of administration of 
the estate of Frank Frates, whodied 
inlone inOctober last. 
He leftsev- 


eral children as heirs, all minors, the 
oldest son lacking only two years 
of 


being of age. 
W. A. Bennetts 
was 


appointed 
guardian in accordance 


with the wishes of allparties in in- 
terest. 
As such 
guardian he ap- 


plied for letters of administration. 
—Under the supreme

the guardian 
was entitled to the 


same force and effect as the petition 
ofa son of adult age. 
The public 


administrator, 
Geo. 
M. Huberty, 


made application for letters, contest- 
ing the rightof the guardian of the 
minor heir. 
The case 
was argued 


on both sides, F. L.Stewart for the 
guardian and W. J. McGee 
for the 


public administrator. 
The 
judge 


thereafter 
filed a written opinion, 


holding that the court in the exercise 
of its legal discretion had the right 
to appoint whichever 
petitioner it 


deemed best for the interests 
of the 


estate, and thereupon appointed 
the 


public administrator 
as 
such, 
in 


preference to the representative 
of 


a relative 
and heir of the highest 


class. 


" The case was not appealed, 


owing 
to the 
expense 
involved 


therein, 
and 
the public 
adminis- 


trator is now incharge of the affairs 
of this estate. 
The decision 
pub- 


lished 
in extenso 
elsewhere 
will 


hereafter definitely settle the point 
that the discretion 
of the court in 


such cases is confined only to mem- 
bers of the same class, and must not 
be exercised in favor of a subor- 
dinate and against a superior 
peti- 


tioner for letters of administration.

The second section is substantially 
a 


reenactment 
of section 5 of the act of 


March 2, 1889 (25 Stat. L. 854), only 
modified so as to apply 
to entries 
for 


less than 160 acres each made after the 
date of the act (April28, 1904), as well 
as those made before, and provides for 
an additionalentry of land which shall 
be contiguous to the land embraced in 
the original entry, for which the final

2294, United States 
Revised Statutes, 


as amended by act of March 4, 1904, 
(Public—No. 37). In addition to this 
the proper homestead 
application and 


affidavitmust be filed, which may be 
on the forms prescribed under the act 
of March 3, 
1879 
(4-018 
and 
4-086), 
properly modified by you so as to show 
the section and act under which appli- 
cation is made, and the affidavit modi- 
fiedby striking out the portion that 
refers to militaryservice, which isnot 
required under this act. 


Section 3 prohibits the commutation, 


under the provisions of section 
2301, 


Revised Statutes, 
of an entry made 


under this act. 
You willbe careful to 


refuse allapplications made to commute 
such entries.

you willmake proper notations on your 
records and transmit all the papers for 
action by the commissioner 
of the gen- 


eral land office. 
You should 
accom- 


pany each application withyour report 
and recommendation in the premises. 


He should also be required to furnish 


an affidavit, duly corroborated by one 
or more disinterested 
witnesses, setting 


forthin full the complications of his 
personal or business 
affairs that pre- 


vented his perfecting title to the land 
covered by his first entry, or where 
the failure to perfect title was caused 
by amistake as to the character of the 
land entered, the manner in which such 
mistake 
occurred, 
and 
the 
specific 


reasons that render the land worthless 
for agricultural 
purposes 
should be 
fully set forth. The affidavit should 
also show whether the applicant ever 
resided upon, improved, or cultivated 
the land embraced inhis former entry, 
and ifso, to what extent, .and that he 
did not abandon his claim thereto or 
relinquish his entry for a valuable con- 
sideration. 


A person applying to make entry 


under this section should be required 
to filea formal application fora specific 
tract ofland, on the regular homestead 
blanks, modified to show that the en- 
tryis made under the act of April 28, 
1904, and to furnish a description of his 
former entry by section, township, and 
range, or the number of the entry, and 
land office where made. 


The first section of said act allows 
any person who has theretofore 
made 
ahomestead entry and 
was unable to 
perfect the same on account 
of some 


unavoidable 
complication 
of his per- 
sonal orbusiness affairs, or on account 
of an honest mistake as to the char- 
acter of the land, tomake a second 
en- 
try, providingitis shown to the satis- 
faction of the commissioner of the gen- 
eral land office that he made a bona 
fide effort to comply with the home- 
stead law, and that he did not relin- 
quish his entry or abandon 
his claim 
for a consideration.

The Guardian ofa Minor Stands on the Same 


Plane as an AdultHeir as Regards Ap- 


pointment as Administrator. 


Kui-ffa construction wouldneither be conson- 
ant with fairness or justice to the minor, and 
we ore satisfied that thi3 was not the legislat- 
ive iuteot 
hut that the 
expression 
*'or any 
other person entitled to administer" 
was in- 
tended to »nd does 
apply to all persons 
who 
are entitled to administer as being of the same 
class as the minor wuuld bo, were he an adult. 
We think this is the proper construction 
for 
several reasons. 
In the first place, the general 
subject 
matter 
of :the section 
would in- 
dicate it. The section isdealing withthe right 
of v mium- to apply through his guardian for 
letters; itremoves his disability and author- 
izes the grant to his guardian of letters as a 
member of a given class; in that class 
there 
may be others equally entitled seeking letters; 
independent ofadults there may be other minors 
than himself, or there may be allminors whose 
respective guardians are applying for letters 
as representatives 
of thoir wards. Under these 
circumstances it would only be a reasonable 
construction of the 
words "other persons 
en- 
titled" tohold that it applies to persons 
who 
are of the same class as.the minor, who, either 
as adults or minors, were seeking letters. 
In 
the next place, itis this construction 
only 
which accords such minor, through his guard- 
ianJhe absolute 
right to letters ol adminis- 
tration when he is the sole representative 
of 
his class, which cannot 
be if those outside 
that class— persons of aninferior grade— aro en- 
titled to be considered 
under 
the category of 
"other persons 
entitled." 
'Lastly, 
when 
we 
consider the entire section, inas far as it con- 
fers discretion upon the court 
to appoint 
the 
"guardian or other person entitled," we Und it 
harmonious with,and is ineffect the same as, 
the rule laid down insection -1367, where itis 
declared that, "when there are several 
persons 
equally entitled 
to the administration 
the 
court may grant letters looneormorcof them." 
This is the general 
rule and applies only in 
thoso 
cases 
where the persous 
applying are 
equally entitled because 
they are members 
of 
the same preferred class, and not only do we 
think it was not intended 
to lay down a rule 
under section 1378, but, on the contrary, from 
the use of practically the same language, la the 
former section that it was intended to reiterate 
and adopt the general rule. 
As then the expression "or other person 
en- 
titled" cannot be construed as giving members 
ofa subordinate 
class an equal, or any right, 
to be heard, or appointed, by the court in its 
discretion, when the application is made in be- 
half of a minor of a superior class, it neces- 
sarily follows that the language 
must apply 
and be confined tomembers of the same 
class 
as the minor,and that, as the law nowhere con- 
fers any special right upon an adult to be pre- 
ferred ina grant of letters of administration, 
and as the law, by removing the disability of 
the minor,intended to, and does, place him in 
the same category of persons entitled, to which 
the adult belongs, we are of opinion that 
the 
guardian ofthe minor may apply for letters of 
administration, 
notwithstanding 
there 
are 
adults; 
that 
the law places 
them upon the 
same plane ofequality, and that 
the court, in 
Its discretion, may appoint the guardian of the 
minor to the exclusion ofthe adult. 
This 
was 
done inthe case at bar, and, as 
the action of 
the court was inharmony withthe construction 
we have placed upon section 1365, and was the 
exercise of Its discretion, 
the order appealed 
from is afflrmed.

Section ISfwofthe same code prescribes who 
must be appointed, and the order in which 
the persons named are entitled. 
The broth- 
ers are fourthjn order. 
Section 1567 provides 


that when there are several 
persons 
equally 
entitled "theeourt may grunt letters to oue 
or more of them.' 1 Section 
1369 
provides 
'"No person is competent orentitled to serve 
us administrator 
or administratrix 
who is: 
(1.) Under the age of majority;... 
Itis Insisted by appellant that the proper 
construction of section 
l;i(i8 is; that where 
there Is a single person of any class designat- 
ed by that section as entitled intheirrespect- 
iveorder to letters of administration—child- 
ren, brothers, sisters, grandchildren— who, if 
not a minor, would be entitled tosiich letters, 
his guardian is so entitled, but, where there 
are two persons otherwise equal lyentitled as 
members of « class under said section, 
the 
one of whom is a minor, that letters must be 
granted to the person who is not a minor. 
The respondent 
contends, 
and the lower 
court took this view ofit, that the purpose 
ofsection 136S is to place 
the guardian 
of a 
minor, and the adult members 
of the class 
to which the minor belongs upon the same 
footing as to the right to letters of adminis- 
tration, and we are opinion that this con- 
struction is the proper one. 
The language of section 1388 is general in 
its nature and unrestricted in its terms. 
It 
confers a right inbehaf ofone member 
of a 
class; remos'es 
his disability to the extent 
that itconfers upon his guardian 
a right to 
which, save for his minority, he would be 
himself entitled, and in furtherance of that 
right and to uphold it the language 
of the 
section Bhou ld be liberally, rather 
than re- 
strlctlvely,construed. 
There iscertainly nothing in the wording 
of the 
section 
which tends 
to restrict 
its 
application in the manner insisted on 
by 
appellant. 
Nordo anyother sections of the 
code on the same general subject warrant it. 
There is nothing in the terms of section 
1385. declaring who are entitled toadminister, 
whi^h gives an adult of any of the 
classes 
there mentioned a preference 
over minors of 
the same class. 
The section simply desig- 
nates by classes, generally, who are entitled 
to administer, and prescribes 
the preferential 
order la which the classes 
are entitled, but 
itmakes no distsnctlon 
among members 
of 
a class on acount of minority. 
The preference 
which, in the absence 
of 
section 1368. issilvon to adults 
springs from 
section 1369, which necessarily 
accords 
such 
preference, 
because 
by this latter section a 
minor is declared 
incompetent 
mid not en- 
titled toserve 
as 
administrator. 
This dis- 
qualification Is general and absolute in all 
cases and as loallclasses, and butfor section 
1368 the mino: would have no right in auy 
Instance toapply for letters. In fuel, he has 
none now. 
His personal disqualifications re- 
mains; he cannot serve, but his guardian 
as 
his representative 
may. The object 1368 un- 
doubtedly is to remove the disqualification 
of the 
minor and 
place him, though his 
guardian, in the same 
category 
as if the 
minoritydid not exist. In the case at bar, 
the particular class of persons 
to which he 
belonged was among thebrothers ofdecedent, 
and but for his minority he would have been 
entitled, as one of that class, to apply for 
letters of administration. 
His minority alone 
disqualified him. 
That disqualification 
was 
certainly intended tobe removed by section 
1368 tosome extent, and the only question is, 
to what extent 
has it been 
accomplished. 
The language of the section contains no lim- 
itation inthis respect. Itiscertainly capable 
of being fairly and reasonably 
construed 
as 
a removal ol the disqualification to the full 
extent that itis by section 1369 imposed, 
and 
to allow him, through his guardian as Ills 
representative, 
ali the rights 
to whichMie 
would be entitled were he an adult, one of 
which wouldbe tocontest, on an equal plane 
with all the members of the class, for the 
right to administer. 
Nordo the words "letters must be granted 
to bis or her guardian, or any other person 
entitled to letters of administration 
in the 
discretion ofthe court" indicate a contrary 
intention, or place the adult in any more 
favorable position than the minor. 


\u25a0The use ofthese 
words in the section 
un- 
doubtedly contemplated that there mightbe 
other persous 
who would be entitled 
to 
letters. 
Such persous are referred to gener- 
ally,withoutnny discrimination as to wheth- 
er they may be adults, orminors others than 
the applicant, or incompetents 
represented 
byguardians. 
Andas the term "orany other 
person entitled isgeneral in its designation 
ofpersous, itmust either apply to persons In 
the same class as the minor, or to persons 
in 
Inferior classes 
who, as provided in section 
1365, are entitled, in the absence 
of others 


L.J. Turne-. the.ippellmit.oneof theuriult 
brothers, applied for letters of administra- 
tion, as did also J. B.Richardson, 
thegutrd- 
ian ofthe minor brother V.F. Turner, and 
the petitions were heard 
together. 
On l!ie 
hearing itappeared by the tesimony 
of two 
ofthe brothers that theydesired tht-;ip|ioint- 
ment ofthe guardian of the minor brother 
as administrator, 
although 
they tiled 
no 
written consent or request 
for his appoint- 
ment. 
L. J. Turner testified Unit he 
is a 
biother ofthe fullblood, and desired letters 
issued lohimself. 
The court ontueevldenee 
adjudged that Richardson, the guardian, was 
entitled 
to letters, and 
they were ordered 
isiued to him. 
1..,!. Turner nppeals from the 
order.
